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MEMORANDA. 
MARCH QUARTER, 1928. 


Population cf New South Wales.—The population ef the State of New 
South Wales on 31st December, 1927, was :—Males, 1,224,847; 
females, 1,177,037; total, 2,401,884. The increase since 31st 
December, 1926, was 52,483, and since the census in April, 1921, 
299,916. 


Vital Statisties.— December Quarter, 1927.— New South Wales.—The births 
registered in December quarter, 1927, numbered 13,558, equivalent 
to an annual rate of 22-84 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 
5,532, which is equivalent to 9.32 per 1,000 of population. The 
annual rate per 1,000 population of the 5,273 marriages registered 
was 8-88. Compared with the average of the December quarter of 
the preceding five years the death-rate was 2 per cent. higher. 

Sydney and Suburbs.—The births registered in December quarter, 
1927, numbered 5,224, equivalent to a rate of 19-26 per 1,000 of 
population per annum; of the total, 2,679 were males and 2,545 
females. 

The deaths in December quarter, 1927, numbered 2,563, namely, 
1,877 males and 1,186 females. The mortality rate was 9:45 per 
1,000 of population per annum. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under one year) was 59-3 per 1,000 
births. 

Trade of New South Wales.—Jmports.—The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the March quarter, 1928, were valucd at 
£15,623,142, and showed a decrease in value of £1,785,523 in com- 
parison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports 
of merchandise decreased by £1,708,470, and gold decreased by 
£77,053. The total of all oversea imports for the year ended 30th 
June, 1927, was £68,940,081, an increase of £4,930,162 in comparison 
with the previous financial year. 

Exports.—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during 
the March quarter, 1928, amounted to £16,083,488, being a decrease 
in value of £1,345,960, as compared with the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion 
and specie), the export of merchandise decreased by £351,257, 
and gold decreased by £994,703. For the year ended 30th June, 
1927, the total of all oversea exports was £62,815,077, being am 
increase of £8,813,263 compared with the figures of the previous 
financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.— Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney during the nine 
months ended 31st March, 1928, were valued at £69,054,124. The 
following is a summary of the imports and transhipments :—

During the year ended 30th June, 1927, the Oversea Imports at the 
port of Sydney were valued at £67,633,524, and the Interstate Im- 
ports by sea at Sydney were £25,935,513, and the State seaward 
Imports, £11,736,902, the total value of all imports at Sydney, 
including transhipments, being £105,305,939. For the same period 
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the tonnages of the goods imported were as follow :—Oversea, 
1,801,669; Interstate, 845,034; State, 1,860,662; total, 4,507,365 
tons; and the transhipments—Oversea, 194,024; Interstate, 127,362; 
State, 53,780; total, 8753166 tons. For the six months from Ist 
January to 30th June, 1927, the goods, excluding transhipments, 
imported at Sydney from State ports represented 850,735 tons, valued 
at £5,709,236; including transhipments, the tonnage was 875,641, 
valued at £5,876,106. 

Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Aeceounts.—The preliminary 
statements of the Public Accounts show that the State'revenue for 
the March ‘quarter, 1928, owas -£11,474,922, bemg an increase «of 
£1,900,304, as compared with March quarter, 1927. 

Principal increases of revenue durimg the quarter ended 31st 
March, 1928, over the previous March quarter were :—Contributions 
by Commonwealth under States ‘Grants Act, £17,331; Tramways, 
£145,670; Stamp Duties, £160,462; Income Tax, £2,144,342. The 
chief decreases were in Railways, £88,962; Balance of proceeds of Motor 
Taxation, Licenses, &c., under*section 8, Himance (Laxation. Manage- 
ment) Act, 1926, £166,131; ‘Wharfage sand Tonnage Rates, &c., 
Sydney, £13,993. é 

The State expenditure during March quarter, 1928, was.£11,525,007, 
an increase of £216,313, as compared with March quarter of previous 
year.

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for March quarter, 1928, in 
comparison with the December quarter, 1927, show an inerease in 
deposits, including Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits, of 
£6,781,412, and the deposits were £12,420,495 more than in Mareh 
quarter, 1927. 

Advances in March quarter, 1928, were *£3,586,365 more than 
in December quarter, 1927, and £8,936,022 more than -in March 
quarter, 1927. 

The statement below affords a comparison of the current, position 
with that of three months ago and twelve months ago. The trans- 
actions of the Commonwealth Bank are included :—

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The proportion of coin, bullion, and Australian notes, and cash 
with Commonwealth Bank to total liabilities of all Banks at 
31st March, 1928, was 16-1 per cent. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield for the State of New South Wales 
for the three months ended 31st March, 1928, amounted to 6,620 oz. 
fine, valued at £28,118 as compared with 2,722 oz. fine, valued at 
£11,561 for the corresponding period of 1927. 


Land Seleetions.—In the nine months ended 31st March, 1928, there 
were 524 applications for 409,728 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned 
Soldiers Settlement Act; and 313,989 acres, representing 578 blocks, 
were set apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned 
soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1927, the number of 
applications for original holdings was 756, and the area applied for 
470,532 acres. The lands set apart for original holdings being 
364,281 acres, representing 1,004 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that during 
March, 1928, the prices of meat were 58-3 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 59-3 per cent. higher; and 
the prices for the two combined were 59-0 per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices showed an increase of about 1 per cent. 
compared with the previous month (February). Prices of meat 
were | per cent. dearer than in February, and other food and 
groceries were about 11 per cent. dearer. Potatoes, butter, and 
eggs were dearer, while bacon, oatmeal, jam, and onions were cheaper. 

Compared with the corresponding month (March) of 1927, meat 
was 19-1 per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 2-6 per cent. 
cheaper; and the two combined were 2-8 per cent. dearer. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—During the March quarter, 1928, the general level 
of wholesale prices, which was 56 per cent. lower than in the previous 
quarter is now 383 per cent. lower than the highest point reached 
in July, 1920. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 52 
commodities remained unchanged during the March quarter, 18 
increased, and 30 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of permits granted for new buildings 
in the Suburbs of Sydney during the quarter ended 31st March, 
1928, was 2,209, as compared with 2,316 during the quarter ended 
3lst March, 1927. The Suburbs in which the greatest activity 
was evident were Canterbury (with 395 new buildings), Rockdale (with 
152), Randwick and Waverley (with 145.each), and Kogarah (with 
i119). 

Country Municipalities.—During the quarter ended 31st March, 
1928, permission was granted in country Municipalities to erect 1,380 
new buildings, of the value of £989,930, as compared with 1,557 
of a value of £1,180,217 during the quarter ended 31st March, 1927. 


Labour Conditions in Mareh Quarter, 1928.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocation have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of March there were about 9,500 persons out of work 
in the Metropolitan district, and about 5,500 in the country districts. 
Many industries were affected by unemployment, including the build- 
ing, engineering, woodworking trades, the clothing factories, and the 
waterside workers. Employment was good for plumbers and boiler- 
makers. There was a scarcity of women for domestic work. 
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During the March quarter, 19,312 men and 1,970 women 
applied at the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 6,930 
men and 2,902 women were sought hy employers through the agency 
of the Exchanges; and 6,360 men and 2,485 women were placed in 
positions. In the previous quarter 11,124 persons applied for 
employment, 10,178 persons were sought by employers, and 9,332 
were placed in positions. 

Dislocations.—During the March quarter 24,046 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 
loss amounted to 148,536 working days. In the previous quarter 
28,094 employees were involved, with the loss of 137,731 days. 


Meteorclogy.—January.—Good rains icll over most of New South Wales 
during January, many districts receiving exceptionally heavy falls, 
which assured water supplies for the remainder of the summer. 
Features of the weather were the severe thunderstorms and some- 
times hailstorms which accompanied the rain. The outstanding 
occurrence was the tornadic storm which siruck parts of Newcastle 
and suburbs on the 23rd January, and unroofed several houses and 
caused other damage. At Sydney the rain totalled 285 points, the 
highest temperature was 100-5 degrees on the 1st, and the lowest 
59-6 degrees, on the 25th January. 


February.—The weather this month was unsettled and very 
sultry. There were general and excessive rains and widespread 
disastrous floods between the 11th and 20th on the Tweed, Rich- 
mond, Clarence, Bellingen, and Macleay Rivers, on the North Coast. 
Enormous damage and Joss were sustained, particularly in the 
Clarence River district. Extensive inland areas were also flooded, 
the rivers chiefly affected being the Lachlan, Bogan, Macquarie, 
Castlereagh, Namoi, Gwydir, and Macintyre. The torrential falls 
in south-western and southern inland areas caused serious floods 
and great damage to the railway lines. Many places experienced 
severe thunderstorms and hailstorms during February; the out- 
standing storm was the severe cyclone over the far North Coast, 
which wrecked a number of houses at Tweed Heads. The floods 
in the various districts caused the loss of several lives. At Sydney 
the rain totalled 691 points; the highest and lowest shade tempera- 
tures were 85-5 degrees and 60-5 degrees respectively. 

March.—During the month of March further extensive and moder- 
ate to heavy rains fell over all parts of the State, except the northern 
portions of the Western Division. The greatest falls occurred be- 
tween the 25th and 28th, particularly in the South Coast. Some 
additional rain was recorded in the eastern parts during the last 
days of the month, and there were some heavy falls on the North 
and South Coasts. The heavy rains on the South Coast resulted 
in floods, which caused great damage. At Sydney the rain totalled 
446 points ; the highest shade temperature was 89 degrees and 
lowest; 55-3 degrees.
